POSTAGE STAMPS. 


‘Mr: Fred J. Melville, who contributes a 
philatelic qolamn every wosk to tho Daily 
Telegraph, writes:—  . . 

Last. Deeember in these columns ¥ pointed 
out the likelihood that his Highness the Sultan 
of Kedah would soon follow.the example of oe 
pos' 
age stumps. Itis now clear thatthe isene will 
. be. made at no very: distant date, the. Secretary 
of State having approved, of the proposnl that 
Kedah should have its. own distinctive postage 
stamps. ‘Thos, tho three chief States transforred | 

to the protection of Great Britain under tha 
Treaty of Bangkok; of March 10,1910, namely, 
Kedah, Kelantan, and-Vrengganu, are all to be 
represented in the philatelist’a albams. Tho 
atamps of Kelantan and Trengganu oro to hand ; 
the designs for-the Kodak isaue have already 
received the considerations of the State Connoil. 

Tha stamps of Kedah will, I. understand, be 
also in use in Perlis, which State was included. 
in the transfer, a3 the posts and telegraphs for 
both States are managed by the.Kedah Govern- 
mont, Prior to the ‘transfer, the stamps of 
Siam were used, and collectors who like to trace 
the postal history of the country will find no dif- 
fioulty in distinguishing Siamese stampa  post- 
marked in Kedah, that oame figuring on ‘the 
obliteration in Eagliah charactera, Later, from 
July 16, 1909, the stamps of the Federated 
Malay States were used, and these will in duo 
conrze give way.to the special stamps. 

The postage rates conform té these of the 
Jocal postal union of the Straits Settlements, 
which, instituted in 1907, xiow comprises the 
Btraits Settlemonts,the Federated Malay States, 
Tohore, Kedah, Kelanten, Trengganu, Sarawak, 
Bronei, ‘and British North Borneo. The nnit 
letter rate within the union is 3 conts (a fraction 
under 1d.), avd within tho Imperial: peon 
postage sphere 4 cents (slightly over 1d).. This 
represents a reduction from 9 cents, the former
